WinLN, Mareh G—Sharp criticlsm of
the new Irish home rule bill was ex-
prossed by Sir Horace Plunkelt, chair-
man of the Dublin convention, who has
just peturned from the United Htates.
He gave his impressions of the Ameri-
can attitude towurd Ireland,

“In Ameriea I found more bitter’ anti-
Fngllsh feeling than in all my forty
years of observation, An usual, al-
though due to many other causes, It
was tangled up with the Irigh trouble,
i wie generally expressed in what I
iy call Irish terme.  Americans do
tot hother themselves with detalls, They
want jreland to have as large A measurs
of self-government as if conslstent with

. safety of the British Emplre, for
wlhich they in calmer moments recognize
they idre almost @8 much concernad na

tho Britlsh, They wish to glve the
ninority, particularly Ulster, nmple se-

-
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ourity from any possible, even If im-
probable, oppression by the majority of
the Irish people who Qiffer Crom Ulster
In economle outlook.

“In my Judgment, America does not
want Ireland to be an independent re-
publie, but untii the British Govetnment

the sentiment of America will be that
the Irlah people are Justified In asking
anything they like*

8ir Horace criticised the home rule
bill becnuse (v gave Ulster and a minor-
Ity of not more than one=fifth of the
Irish people a “virtual mandatory over
relnnd—a mandatory without responsi-

bllity." “If the SHouthern Parllament
took the trouble to be born" he con-
cluded, "It would probably christen

itsalf a republie, and be Immediately
carried out by Its Indignant nurse, Ire-
jand would then present, as a monument
to British statesmanship, the spectacle
of murtini luw over the greater part of
a country that domands home rule. and
home mile In the northeast corncer, which

Dr. Wilgon
and Mga, Wilson (of Boonshill, Tenn.)
will remaln, ns will all the misafonaries,
Dir. Blliott (Mabel C, Elliott of Benton
HMarbor, Miok,), Miss Schults, Miss Pow-
ers (Mabel H. Powers of North Hero,
V&) and Miss Dougherty (Minnin B,
Dougherty of Holyoke, Maas,) will leave
with the troopa.

“1 had decldad to stay, but as two or
three thousand persons are going as
sheep without a shepherd Dr. Wilson
thinks I had better go with them to
tako charge and endeavor to find food
and shelter at thelr destination, It ia
a hard trek of nearly seventy-five mileas
over mountaln and plain, 1 fear many
will not be equal to it, Troops and
refugecs left the eclty between & and 9
to-night, The General and his staff left
at 10:30, 1t was bitterly cold, tha eity
was [n fames and the guns were boom-
ing over the hills covering our retroat

“Webruary 11—As the column moved
away from the city it was a biaze of
splendor, the great barracks evacuated
by the French belng on fire and wil-
houetted against the sky. ;

“February 12—The woathor |8 mevere-
Iy cold. Many of the wenk ones have
dropped by the wayside to freess or
starve. The column reached Bell Pou-
nars at 5 a'clock this afternoon. The
villuge offered meagre accommeadations
and refugegs camped In he open, suf-
fering severely.

DUTCH AGAIN REFUSE
T0 DELIVER KAISER

Second Note to Allies Promises
to Restriet Liberty of
Fugitive.

Tux Haove, Mareh §.-The Dutch
Government refused to-day for (he Bec-
ond time to dellver the ex-Cerman Em-
peror to the Entente Allles for trial,

In & note addressed to Premler Lloyd
CGeorge by the Dutch:Forelgn Minlater,
howaver, tha Notherlands Government
promised to talgs all naceasary moeasures
to minimize the liberty of Wilhelm and
prevent him from endangering Che
worlil's paace, The note ntates that these
precautions will be taken “on the spot.”
While Deorn m rot mentioned in the
text, it i» underetood that In conversa-
tlons with the allled diplomats here the
Tutch authorities have masured them
that close guarding and eensorship will
ba Instituted when Wilhelm occuplea his
estate at that place.

The Dutch Govgrnment declaras ila
irability to change ite previoys decisions,
It says It inm not forgetful of tha in-
human &ots committed durlng the war,
but since Holland s not a party to
the Versallles treaty the Queen's Gov-
ernment finds {tself In a different posi-
tion from other Powers with regard to
these ncta,

“Slnce the Government's suprame duty
in to respect the constitutional laws pf
the kingdom " the note continues, “it ean
only emphasize that it would be com-
mitting an act contrary to law and
Justice and Incompatible with  the
natlonal hanor (f It consented to violate
thosa laws by abolishing the rights ac-
corded to a fugitive finding himself on
Dutch territory.'”

Protesting that this attitude does not
put Holland outside the community of
nations, the note declares, Holland |s
fully conmclous of the duties the presence
of the ex-Emperor lays on the Nether-
Iands Government with regard to (he
country's own (nterests, as well ps Inter-
nutional security. The Governmoent will
continue to ohpserve these duties, being
able In the exercise of Duteh soverslgnty
to tnke on the spot all preonutionary
measures deemed requisite to subject the
freedom of the ex-Emperor to necessary
limitations,

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GIVES UP PLAN FOR
WORLD REVOLUTION

Bolshevik Foreign Minister Is
Sure Soviets Can Carry on
Trade Successfully,

Moscow, March 1, via Herlin to Lon-
don, March 5—That the Boviet Govern-
ment doeas not consider a world revolu-
tion necemsary for the continued exist-
ance of the Boviet state In Russia wos
declared to-day by M. Tehltcherin, the
Bolshevik Forelgn Minlster,

“There (8 no reason why we should
not resumas trade ralations and offer con-
cesslons to capitalistic natlons without
sacrificing our communist principles,”
mid M. Tehltcherin. “The problem of-
fers complications, but they can be
solved. The Hoviet Government does not
contemplate & worldwide propaganda In
demonstration of the sound éconbmic
and Industris] development (n the Soviet
#late.”

M. Tehitoherin refused a definite ex-
pression of opinlon with regard Lo peace
with Poland, but intimated that the es-
tabllshment of boundaries’ woujd mean
